Marine Band To 
Present Noted 
Musical Artists 


Famous Military Band IViil 
Appear in Concert Here 
On October 2 


Opening the 1939-1940 Concert 
and Lecture Series at Alabama 
College, the United States Marine 
Band will play there in two con¬ 
certs Monday, October 2. 

This band—long a favorite among 
radio listeners—has a national rep¬ 
utation as one of the outstanding 
military music groups in the world. 

In this year’s tour of the South, 
made possibie by the special per¬ 
mission of President Roosevelt, the 
band is under the baton of Captain 
Taylor Branson, with William San- 
telman as second leader. Some of 
the featured soloists in the band 
who have a wide following are 
Winfred Kemp, cornet soloist; Rob¬ 
ert Isele, trombone soloist; Charles 
Owen, one of the nation’s foremost 
artists, and Oliver Zinsmeister, xylo¬ 
phone soloist. 

The band in recent years, while 
still favoring the popular music 
which made it famous, is tending 
more and more in; its programs to¬ 
ward a symphonic treatment. This 
has included special attention for 
the classical works of such com¬ 
posers as Wagner, Sir Edward El¬ 
gar, and Saint-Saens. 

’The afternoon concert is directed 
especially toward high school stu¬ 
dents with the works of Strauss 
and Lehar predominating. The 
evening concert, at 8:15 in Palmer 
Hall, will be more typical of the 
band’s repertoire and designed for 
a mature audience. 

’The appearanee of the Marine 
Band opens the most distinguished 
Concert and Lecture Serie^, ever, 
arranged by Alabama College. Later 
attractions are Nino Martini, ro¬ 
mantic young Italian tenor; EVa 
LeGallienne, first lady of the Am¬ 
erican stage; Virgil Pox, organist; 
Poldi Mildner, pianist; the Argen- 
tinita Dance Group and Madame 
Pearl V. Metzelthin. 

Mrs. Bruce Under 
Medical Supervision 

President A. P. Harman received 
last week a cable from Innellanop, 
Scotland, from the personal physi¬ 
cian of Mrs. Isobel Campbell Bruce, 
advising him that Mrs. Bruce, who 
was on the Athenia enroute to 
America when it was sunk, will be 
unable to come to Montevallo to 
resume her teaching “before Jan¬ 
uary.” 

The cable from Dr. James Brown 
read, “Mrs. Bruce transferred home 
under medical supervision. Recov¬ 
ery slow. Cannot be expected to re¬ 
turn before January.’’ She was asso¬ 
ciate professor of sociology at Ala¬ 
bama College. 

Pending her recovery and return 
to America, Dr. Harman announced 
the appointment of Miss Annie Lou¬ 
ise Ihaiitt of Mobile as ad interim 
professor in Mrs. Bruce’s place. 
Miss Pruitt, a graduate of Hunting¬ 
don College, is director of the social 
service division of the Area Office 
of WPA in Mobile. 

She formerly taught sociology 
and did case work at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alabama. She has done wel¬ 
fare work in Elmore and Walker 
Counties, and had special social 
service training at ’Tulane.

Legion Commander To 
Visit Local Post 


Jarman Urges Veterans 
To Apply For .Bonus 

Congi-essman Pete Jarman, in a 
letter to The Times this week, 
brings to the attention of World 
War Veterans a matter that may 
be of very great importance to some 
of ' our ex-soldiers or them depen¬ 
dents. It is concerning filing of 
claims for adjusted service certifi¬ 
cates, or what is sometimes referred 
to as the bonus. Mr. Jarman says: 

“The time within which World 
War veterans, or their dependents, 
might file their claims for adjusted 
compensation, generally referred to 
as the bonus, has been extended by 
the congress from time to time. 
The present limitation of January 
2, 1940, was again extended for five 
years recently, but the veto of this 
bill by the President prevented it 
from becoming effective. 

“Consequently, the ‘dead-line’ of 
January 2. 1940, still stands, and I 
camiot too strongly urge any vet¬ 
eran who served longer than 60 
days during the war and who may 
not have applied for his bonus, or 
the dependents of deceased veterans 
who are not sure that this applica¬ 
tion has been submitted to attend 
to this matter at an early date. 
Those dependents entitled to draw 
the certificates are the widow; if no 
widow, the child; if no children, the 
dependent mother; if no mother, 
the dependent father. 

“If there is any doubt in your 
mind, I shall be glad to ascertain 
the facts for you.’’

PELLAGRA DECREASES IN 
STATE THIS YEAR 


Montgomery. Ala. — Less than 
one-third as many cases of pellagra 
were reported during the first eight 
months of this year as were re¬ 
ported during the same i>eriod last 
year, according to the State Health 
Department. 

Cases reported prior to September 
1 of this year totaled only 159, as 
compared with a total of 479 for the 
same period last year. Every month 
of the eight-month period showed 
a substantial drop In the number 
of reported cases this year, as com¬ 
pared with the same month in 1938. 
The largest decrease was shown in 
June, when only 23 cases were re¬ 
port^, or less than one-fifth as 
many as were reported in June of 
last year.
